Too Much Oil on Hand. 


For the present, let us see how 
the Continental accumulated the 
$3,000,000 fund.

A. Hum- 
phieys, a “wild-catter,” had struck 
it rich in Texas, and had so much 
oil he didn’t know what to do. But 
he knew what he wanted to do; he 
wanted to sell some of it. So he 
went to NeW York to meet Harry 
M. Blackmer. who was head of 
the Midwest Refining Co., a branch 
nf the Stinc d of Indiana. 

There he m-t. in addition to 
Blackmer, three other oil mag- 
nates, namely. Harry Sinclair, Rob- 
ert Stewart, head of the Standar! 
of Indiana, and James E. O'Neill. 
head of the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Co. All these con ranies_ infer- 
locked, and it is absurd to suppose 
that all four men did not under- 
stand one another. 

What apparently happ.ned was 
that they bought 33,333,333 bar- 
rels of Humphrey’s oil, anc then 
sold it to their own companics at 
a profit of 25 cents a barrel. 

Sinclair and Stewart deny this, 
but the evidence is convincing. 
Blackmer and O'Neill are hiding 
out in Europe. This is how the 
little scheme was worked: 

Deal of fummy Concern. 

A dummy concern, the Conti- 
nental Trading Co. of Canada, was 
formed. It bought the oil from 
Humphreys at $1.50 a barrel, and 
immediately resold it to compa- 
nies controlled by Sinclair, Stewart 
and O'Neill at $1.75 a barrel. Thus 
a total profit of more than §8.,- 
000.000 was assured. “Sinclair and 
Stewart deny that they were in 
the Continental. They claim they 
merely bought ofl from it. The 
fact is. however, that they guar¢

MELLON'S SHIFTY 
TESTIMONY AIDS 
ESTATE TAX FOES 


Ambiguity by Secretary at 
Hearing Makes Inheri- 
tance Revenue Appear 
Unduly Low.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Oppo- 
nents of the repeal of the Federal 
estates tax have revealed that when 


Secretary Melion appeared before 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to advocate the abolition of 
this tax, he was guilty of some of 
the shiftiest testimony ever of- 
fered a Congressional committee. 

In speaking for repeal of the tax, 
the Treasury heag used the follow- 
ing words: 

“The loss in revenue will be in- 
significant. Owing to the 80 per 
cent credit on taxes paid the States, 
it is estimated that in five years 
the Federal estate tax will not pro- 
duce more than $20,000,000. Should 
it be repealed, the loss in revenue 
in the fiscal yeat 1929 will not 
exceed $7,000,000." 

When the statement was made, 
some members of the committee 
and others who had studied pre- 
fious revenue bills were astonished 
that the estimated receipts should 
be so low. They recalled that last 
year, the tax, after due-eredits had 
been made the States produced 
$100,000,000 to the Federal treas- 
ury; that the estimate for this year 
was $81,500,000 and for 1929 was 
$63,000,000. 

Conveys False Impression, 

The testimony given this week 
before the committee disclosed, 
| however, that while Secretary Mel- 
lon was telling the approximate 
truth, he was creating a false im- 
pression. 

By cross-examining the Treasury 
witnesses, the committee learned 
that Secretary Mellon did not mean 
the tax would produce a total of 
only $20,000,000 in five years, but 
that AFTER five years it would 
/ not produce more than $20,000,000 
afinually, after due credit had been 
given the State payments.

Should his estate become 
liable to the tax under the present 
law, his heirs would have to pay 
taxes somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000,000.

These meetings continued until 
the early hours of the morning 
and Gordon and Burkinshaw said 
they were awakened as late as 2 
a. m., to receive reports from Mc- 
Mullin. This operative told Gor- 
don that he had been directed by 
his superiors to stick to the story 
of ‘his reports when he testified 
before the grand jury. 

Burns Praised McMullin. 

Far from suspecting McMullin, 
William J. Burns, according to the

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Tolkacz, former Director of Pub-

The 
Bents, Mrs. Voigt, and Mr, and 
Mrs. O. H. Parks of 3500 £=Victor 
street met Philipson, attorney for 
the Bents, at their home to dis- 
cuss the defense.

Woman's Story of Meeting. 

Mrs. Voigt’s account of the meet- 
ing and subsequent events:

MARION, Ill. Nov. 12.—Har- 
vey Dungy, Birger gangster await- 
ing ’ ‘11 for murder, who escaped 
Wednesday night from the Wil- 
liamson County jail here by saw- 
ing the bars of his cell, was cap- 
tured today at West Frankfort and 
returned to jail. He said he had 
no outside aid in his escape 
and was concealed at  Her- 
rin until Friday night, when he 
went to West Frankfort. James 
Watson, held on a robbery charge, 
who cscaped with Dungy, is still 
at large. Dungy said he and Wat- 
son parted company immediately 
afte getting out of jail. 

Sheriff Coleman of Williamson 
Coun‘, had traced Dungy to Her- 
rin, where Dungy said he went on 
foot from Marion ihe night of his 
escape, and from Herrin Sheriff 
Coleman traced him to Ray Thom- 
asson’s home in West Frankfort. 

Sheriff Pritchard of Franklin 
County and some of his deputies 
went to Sheriff Coleman’s aid and 
surrounded the house after mia- 
night Friday. They watched it 
until noon yesterday hoping t oget 
a glimpse of Dungey and when he 
did not appear, rushed the place, 
Deputy Sheriff Harry Weaver of 
Franklin County, leading the at- 
tack. 

Being one of the “bad” men of 
Birger’s gang, Dungey was expect- 
ed to make a fight, but instead 
he attempted to run out the back 
door. There he found Sheriff 
Pritchard, who overpowered him. 
He was not armed. 

Dungy was serving a sentence of 
10 years to life for robbery in the 
Southern [Illinois Penitentiary at 
Menard when he was brought to 
Marion more than a month ago to 
stand trial for the murder of Lyle 
Worsham, enemy of Birger, whose 
body was burned in a barn after 
he had been slain. 

Fred Thomasson, brother of 
Ray, in whose heme Dungy was 
captured, is also under indictment 
for the murder. Harry Thomas- 
son, another brother, who is serv- 
ing a life sentence for the murder 
of Mayor Joe Adams of West City, 
was the State’s star witness in the

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SWINDLER POSES 
AS DU PONT MAN IN 
$1,000,000 DEAL 


Detro#t Banker Exposes 
Promoter Occupying Of- 
fice in General Motors 
Building as Ex-Convict. 


By the Associated Press, 

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 12.— 
Charles B, Knightley, 55 years old. 
confidence man, was arrested here 
today after it was learned he had 
launched projects entailing invest- 
ments of more than $1,000,000 
while posing as a personal repre- 
sentative of the Du Pont interests 
and the General Motors Corpora- 
tion. 

Knightley, according to police, 
came here in February, posing as 
a representative of Eugene du 
Pont, the Walters-du Pont estate 
and the American Home Founda- 
tion of New York. 

He is said to have obtained fi- 
nancial backing from local bank- 
ers for purchase of hundreds of 
acres of land near the Yellow 
Coach Co. plant at Pontiac, osten- 
sibly to build workers’ homes. The 
plang called for construction of 
the homes in uniform groups of 
about 600. An elaborate advertis- 
ing campaign was carried on, 
When the project was still in a 
tentative stage Knightley went to 
Canada, ‘hired architects and an- 
nounced plans for building an elab- 
orate American club there. Stock 
in the club was sold throughout 
the United States. He approached 
Julius Haas, a Detroit banker, in 
regard to purchase of some prop- 
erty adjacent to the proposed club 
site, on which Haas had an option. 
Unable to find the man’s rating in 
Dun’s, Haas turned the matter 
over to the Better Business Bu- 
reag bere, that organization ob- 
taining the service of a private 
detective agency fo assist in the 
investigation. 

Knightley was found to have 
been convicted of swindling sev- 
eral times and to have _ served 
terms in the New York State pris- 
on at Auburn, Portsmouth, Cana- 
dian penitentiary and the Boston 
jail. He is said to be wanted in 
New York for swindling a dentist 
out of $14,000. 

Knightley was arrested on a fu- 
gitive warrant from New York and 
announced he would waive extra- 
dition.

Force Two in Candy Factory to 
Lie on Floor; Brick Plant 
Manager Waylaid in County. 


Four men obtained $907 in a 
holdup at the Singerman Candy 
Co., 620 Clark avenue, at 6 o'clock 
last night, after compelling the 
proprietor, Morris B, Singerman, 
and Jake Stern, an employe, to lie 
on the floor of the rear room. 

Singerman had locked the office 
for the day and admitted three of 
the robbers when he heard a knock 
on the door.

What Sargent Has to Say. 
For the answer to thi- questicn, 
the writer applied to John Gari- 
baldi Sargent, Attorney-General of 
the United States. Before being 
elevated to that high office by 
President Coolidge, Mr. Sargent 
was a leading lawyer of Ludlow, 
Vt.. which has a population of 
nearly 2000. 


Attorney-General Sargent {s an 
extremely large man, of kindly 
manner, and somewhat slow and 
uncertain. in his speech.

The special prosecutors, Owen J. 
Roberts and Atlee Pomerene, were 
appointed to conduct civil and crim- 
|inal actions growing out of the oil 
lleases, and nothing else. When 
| they discovered that $230,500 
| Liberty bonds had been mysterious- 
ly received by Fall, they traced 
those bonds back to their source, 
|amd learned that they came from 
the Continental Trading Co. They 
unearthed Sinclair’s connection with 
the Continental, and then proceed- 
ed against Fall and Sinclair. It 
was no business of theirs to learn 
what became of the rest of the 
bonds, or whether other frauds had 
been committed with them. 
|. Roberts had already emphasized 
‘this to the writer, and the writer 
_explained it.to Attorney-General 
Sargent. 
| “Why do you think the Depart- 
| ment of Justice would be interested 
in learning what became of the 
other bonds?” he asked. 

“For these reasons,’ he was told. 

The Supreme Court has declared 
that this company was created for 
|some illegitimate purpose. It ac- 
| cumulated $3,000,000 in bonds, and 
part of them were used in perpe- 
trating a fraud against the Gov- 
ernment. It seems that the Depart- 
| ment of Justice might be interested 
‘in discovering whether the others 
were used in perpetrating frauds 
against the Government, in view of 
the fact that it is the department’s 
duty to detect and punish frauds 
against the Government.” 

“Well, now, I think I must re- 
fuse to discuss the matter at all,” 
| said Attorney-General Sargent, re- 
|treating into his shell completely. 

“From what you have said about 
leaving it entirely to Roberts and 
Pomerene, can it be concluded that 
you have not taken any action thus 
far?” he was asked. 

“Don't conclude anything,” was 
the hasty reply. “Just say that I 
must respectfully decline to dis- 
cuss it.””. And thus ended that in- 
quiry. 

How to Trace the Bonds. 

Tracing the bonds would not be 
easy, but Roberts and Pomerene 
have shown not only that it can 
be done, but how to doit. In their 
work, they knew the recipient of 
the bonds, Fall, and had to trace 
them to their source. In this case, 
the source if known, and the job 
would be to find the recipients, 
and here is the way to do it: 

Every Liberty bond has a serial 
number all its own. When the 
Dominion Bank bought the bonds 
for the Continental, it kept a rec- 
ford of their serial numbers. Those 
numbers are available, When the 
owner of a bond cashes an interest 
coupon, the bank at which it is 
cashed forwards the coupon to the 
Treasury Department here, 

The dates on which Osler carried 
the bonds away are. known. The

first coupons cashed after that date 
very probably were cashcd by the 
persons to whom Osler gave the 
bonds. Those coupons are in the 
files of the Treasuyy Department. 
The procedure would be to look 
them up, find the names of the

It is extremely likely that the 
bonds were distributed in very 
large lumps, and that as the cou- 
pons fell due and were cashed by 
the banks the proceeds were de- 
posited to the accounts of the per- 
sons who owned them.

The pale- 
ness of his cheeks showed how ill- 
ness had sapped his vitality, but 
his eyes were bright and his voice 
strong as he referred to the grand 
jury investigation growing out of 
the recent mistrial of the Teapot 
Dome case. 

Denies Knowing of Shadowing. 

“T had not the slightest idea 
that any detectives had been hired 
to investigate jurors,” he said. 
“This whole affair was absolutely 
new to me, and at no time was the 
mattér mentioned in my presen¢e. 
Sinclair never intimated to my 
knowledge of such activities, if he 
even knew. During the trial, I 
visited his room only one after- 
noon and he was in my room only 
a few times.”

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URING the past 10 days the 

writer has been asked a great 

many questions pertaining to 
shooting. All of these questions 
have been answered, but as there 
may be many more men who are 
not fully posted, the questions most 
frequently asked, along with the 
writer’s answers follow, and we 
trust that our readers will find the 
information of interest and help. 


The answer to these questions 
have been drawn from personal ex- 
perience, and I realize that there 
are many who may not agree with 
me, for we all havé our own ideas 
about loads, dogs, style of hunting 
etc. I trust that the readers will 
not infer that I am setting myseif 
up as being infallible, or that my 
Opinion expressed on the various 
subjects must be RIGHT. 

The old shooters do not need the 
information set forth below, but 
those who are just starting may 
find a few hints that will be of 
some value. 


Information for Beginners. 


Q. Which is the best gun for a 
beginner, “pump,” automatic or 
double? 

A. The double gun is to be pre- 
ferred, because a new shooter is 
apt to be more careful with his 
first shot, knowing that he has 
only two chances, while if he starts 
in with an automatic about the 
only thing he has on his mind is to 
keep pulling the trigger without 
trying to cover his game. If he 
uses a “pump” he gets too busy try- 
ing to operate the action fast 
enough to shoot five or six times 
before the bird ts out of _§ sight. 
From a standpoint of humanity and 
conservation there is no compari- 
son, for when a magazine gun is 
used by any one but an expert, a 
great many birds are wounded that 
are not retrieved and consequently 
suffer for some time or else become 
easy prey for the hawks and other 
vermin. Another point in favor of 
the double gun for the novice, is 
that it is better balanced than the 
magazine guns. 

Q. What gauge gun is best suit- 
ed for quail and rabbits? 

A. A 20 gauge, because it is 
lighter and easier to handle. 

Q. Is it not a fact that, to ob- 


tain results one must hold so much 
closer with a 20-gauge than with a 
12-gauge? 

A. 
game with any gauge gun to make | 
a kill, just aiming in the general 
direction, no matter if it be a 10 or 
a 20 usually brings the same re- 
sults. 

Q. For rabbits and quail how 
should a double gun be bored, and 
what is the proper length of bar- 
rel? 

A. If a 20-guage is the choice, 
the right barrel should be modified 
and the left full choke, and the 
barrels should be 26 inches. A 16- 
guage should be bored the same 
and the barrels 28 inches. A 12- 
guage should have the right barrel 
cylinder and the left full choke 
with the same barrel length as the 
16-gauzge, 

Q. What are the proper loads ef 
powder and shot, in the different 
gauges for small game? 

A. 12-gauge, 3 drs. powder, 1% 
oz. shot; 16-gauge, 2% drs. pow- 
der, 1 oz. shot: 20-gauge, 2% drs. 
powder, % oz. shot. 

Q. What size shot is best for the 
following? Snipe, quail, rabbit and 
duck. 

A. Snipe, No. $9: quail, No. 8; 
rabbits, No. 7%: duck, No, 6. 

Q. Why do some shooters prefer 
chilled shot, while others contend 
that soft shot is betten? 

A. Those who prefer soft shot 
claim that the pellets are heavier 
and being soft are pressed out of 
shape when striking the flesh of 
bird or rabbit, consequently exert 
a greater shocking force than does 
chilled shot, which are lighter and 
harder. 

The champions of chilled shot 
claim (and they are right) that the 
pellets of soft shot lose their sper- 
ical shape On account of friction 
in the barrel, this being the case, 
the pellets which are out of shape 
fly off at a tangent, losing force 
and causing a poor pattern. Fur- 
thermore these misshapen pellets 
carry smal] feathers into the flesh 
of the bird, making it very unat- 
tractive. Again the continuous use 
of soft shots “leads” the barrels to 
such an extent that unless they 
are cleaned quite often with brass 
wire brush, the pattern is not

NAVY IS SUNK 
BY MICHIGAN 
ELEVEN, 27-12 


Crowd of 87,000 Witnesses 
Thrilling Game in Which 


Passes Feature. 


By the Associated Press. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 12.— 
A slashing, fighting Michigan 
backfield tore through the Navy 
line and around the ends to win 
their intersectiona] clash with the 
Midshipmen, 27 to 12, here today. 
here today. 

Some 87,000 persons crowded in- 
te Michigan’s new stadium to wit- 
ness the game, despite earlier pre- 
dictions that a blizzard was due to 
strike the vicinity before game 
time. The crowd was greater than 
that which was present three 
weeks ago when the new stadium 
was formally opened: with a defeat 
over Ohio State. 

A versatile line 
tack which twice took the ball 
over the Navy goal line in the 
first period gave Michigan a lead 
which they did not relinquish, de- 
spite the passing and running at- 
tack of Lloyd and Ransford, Navy 
backs. 

Lioyd Bears Brunt of Attack. 

Lioyd, Navy’s triple threat man, 
bore the burden of the Middies’ at- 
tack until late in the third period 
when Ransford entered the game 
with Michigan leading 27 to 6. 
Immediately following Michigan’s 
second touchdown, Lloyd broke 
loose around Michigan’s right end 
and outdistancing the Wolverines’ 
defense men, ran 85 yards for a 
touchdown. The second Navy 
score came in the third period, 
when Ransford, after carrying the 
attack to Michigan’s four-yard line, 
slipped through the line for a 
touchdown. Both of Lloyd’s tries 
for point after touchdown went 
wild. 

The Michigan passing combina- 
tion, Louie Gilbert to Bennie Oos- 
terbaan, got under full headway 
today. The Michigan captain dis- 
played the form which gave him 
ali-America honors. He grabbed a 
40-yard pass from Gilbert late in 
the final period which took the 
ball to Navy’s 17-yard line, where 
the Wolverines lost the ball on 
downs.

INDEPENDENCE, Kan., Noy. 12. 


HE man who once favored Harry F. Sin- 
clair in a deal involving a natural gas 
concession—at a time when Sinclair was 
“one of the little fellows’—is today living 
on the edge of this grownup frontier town— 
out of the oil industry and broke. 

Albert P. McBride, once the big promoter 
of Independence, Kan., home town of Sin- 
clair and his brother Earl, is today the as- 
sistant caretaker of the small park of the 
town. From the front yard of the shabby 
frame house where he lives with his wife 
and three children, he can see the green- 
tiled tower ofthe mansion he used to occupy 
in his days of power—in the days when Har- 
ry Sinclair's brother worked as his book- 
keeper. 

McBride had untold wealth at his disposal 
in the early 1900s. He was president of the 
Independence Gas and Oil Co., of the Consol- 
idated Natural Gas Producing Co. of Inde- 
pendence, of the Wichita Pipe Lines Co., and 
the Wichita Natural Gas Co. He was the 
leading citizen of Independence and its 
wealthiest man. Today he wears a hickory 
shirt and lives on a pittance. 

The lucky star of McBride, once fulgent in 
the firmament of oil promoters, has declined 
as the Sinclair star has risen. The orbits 
of the two fortunes crossed in 1916. The 
stars remained at equipoise for awhile and ' 
then Sinclair’s shot skyward with a roar. If 
stars could kick, perhaps a hob-nailed boot 
from the rising star would have sped the 
downward course of its contemporary. 


McBride Gave Earl

Earl gained undoubtedly valuable experi- 
ence at the hands of McBride, first to drill 
a sizeable gas well west of tha Mississippi 
and then regarded as one of the shrewdest 
operators in the country. Earl acepmpanied 
his employer on leasing expeditions and 
helped with the books of McBride’s various 
concerns. Possibly the fact that Earl had 
once worked for him induced McBride, in 
1906, when Harry and Earl were trying to 
garner many leases, to favor the two brothers 
with his natural gas concession. 

All ofa dozen other youngsters in the oil 
business were eager for the concession, It 
was valuable because it meant a steady in- 
come of cash. Young promoters invariably 
have their money tied up in leases, and a 
steady income from another source is inval- 
uable to them. The Sinclairs were no ex- 
ception. 

McBride had his hands full with other 
matters. The concession was the piping of 
natural gas from Wichita to Hutchison, Kan., 
and other towns. 

“Give it to the Sinclairs,"”” McBride said. 

The Sinclairs got it. 

“It was not much,” McBride said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter commenting on ‘the con- 
cession. “Of course, it meant cash. That's 
why it was important. We favored the Sin- 
clairs when we let it. Why not? I always 
liked Harry and Earl.” ‘

Ten years later the fortunes of the two 
men had changed. Sinclair had just con- 
cluded his operations with Patrick J. White, 
now the leading operator of the Wichita Falls 
field, and was credited with having between 
$8,000,000 and $10,000,000.

began to wane when Sinclair, whom he once 
favored in a natural gas deal, won away from 
him the backing of the Cudahy millions, 


had tentative arrangements with producers 
in western’ fields looking to a merger.. The 
former drug store youth of Independence— 
the former bucket-shop proprietor of Bartles- 
ville—had now waxed important among the 
larger petroleum enterprisers. 

McBride, on the other hand, had lost some 
of his holdings. But he had been working 
months to put over a huge deal—the forma- 
tion of a company that would open up big 
fields in Texas. McBride had interested both 
Joseph M. Cudahy, son of the late Patrick 
Cudahy, Chicago millionaire, and W. H. 
Isom, trustee of the Cudahy estate. 

He effected a working agreement with 
Cudahy and Isom and began prospecting near 
Mineral Springs, Tex. He acquired several 
thousand dollars worth of leases and was 
negotiating for substantial chunks of what 
later became the Ranger field, when Cudahy 
wired him to cease operations. McBride was 
astenished. He wondered what. had hap- 
pened. 

He learned then that his large company to 
open up the Texas fields would have to seek 
other capitalization. Cudahy had decided to 
cast his lot with the interests of Harry F.. Sin- 
clair. A few weeks later, Sinclair announced 
the merger of his own holdings, the Cudahy 
interests, and those of several other large 
producers. McBride was out in the cold. 

With that announcement, Sinclair became 
the director of between ,$50,000,000 and 
$100,000,000 in oil and refinery properties. 
This was six years before the Teapot Dome 
affair, the basis of the conspiracy charge for 
which Sinclair and Fall will have to stand 
trial again in January. 

McBride was not able to concentrate his 
holdings in a productive field after 1916. His 
luck had apparently turned. He prospected 
in Texas and Oklahoma. He took out shares 
in promising fields. But he failed to get all 
his holdings back. He met with his most 
serious reverse in 1924. Last April, disgust- 
ed with his luck, he came back to Independ- 
ence—where he had been the communitys 
“sreat man” in other years. His friends ar- 
ranged the assistant caretaker’s job. McBride 
took it for the sake of his three girls and 
his wife. 


Holds No Grudge, 


Admires Sinclair 

In those tough years after he missed the 
Cudaby chance, McBride saw Sinclair two 
or three times. The latter was always cor- 
dial and hearty. But no deal eventuated be- 
tween the two. Bread cast upon the waters 
may sometinies return. In this instance, ap- 
parently, it didn't. 

McBride nurtures no grudge against Sin- 
clair, the man who plucked from his grasp 
the Cudahy interests for his own venture—

for the exclusively Harry F. Sinclair develop- 
ments. McBride merely.says: “It’s part of 
the game.” He confesses, on the other hand, 
to a deep admiration for Sinclair and as- 
tonishingly declares the belief that Sinclair 
is the victim of a “‘frameup!”’ 

A square-shouldered slender man, with iron 
gray hair, McBride looks his 67 years. 

“Harry was always a shrewd financier,” 
McBride said. ‘“‘He didn’t know much about 
the actual operating of a field, but he didn’t 
have to know that. He made his pile through 
handling money. Now I don't think those 
fellows down in Washington have anything 
on Harry. He’s too shrewd.” 

Apparently unaware of the Supreme Court 
decision in the. Teapot Dome civil case, Me- 
Bride added: “It looks to me just like 
they're framing Harry.” 

A few minutes later the old operator, who 
dates back to the days when drillers made 
their own tools, and who today,.can command 
operations at the most modern tower in any 
fields observed: “It’s not so bad here at 
the park. The air and all is good for my 
little girls.” 

A pale ray of sunshine, a quarter of a mile 
distant, was at that moment glinting on the 
green-tiled roof of the former McBride man- 
sion, now occupied by an independent opera- 
tor of the newer school. 

A prophet may be without honor in his 
own country, but it is different with a mil- 
lionaire oil man, even when that oil man hag 
been scored by the Supreme Court of the 
United States for dishonesty. The majority 
of persons in Independence, it may be said, al- 
though most have no illusions about Sinclair 
are “for” him—pulling ‘for his acquittal. It 
is a safe bet that if Sinclair rode through 
the streets here he would get an ovation, 
and that one of the cheerers would be A, P.

His greatest service In the interest of clean elec-j 
tions is too fresh in the public mind to need extended 
rehearsal. As chairman of an investigation commit- 
tee, whose members for the most part were apathetic 
or even hostile to its purposes, Reed, practically 
singlehanded, exposed the frottenness of the 
Pennsylvania primary, where enormous sums of 
money were spent on behalf of George Wharton Pep- 
per and William S. Vare. He then journeyed to Illi- 
nois, all by himself, and turned up the astounding 
details of Frank L. Smith’s primary campaign, in- 
cluding the huge contribution of Samuel Insull, pub- 
lic utility magnate, to a man who at the time was 
chairman of the Illinois Commerce Commission. Few 
investigations in our history have ever been so ably 
and vigorously conducted. , 
This kind of work is “destructive” in the same 
sense as the work of a surgeon who cuts out a can- 
cerous growth.

The Interstate Commerce Commission has placed a 
valuation of $382,400,000 on the property of the 
Great Northern Railroad. It has cut the company’s 
own estimates by $254,112,774. The commission’s fizg- 
ures are based on its theory of prudent investment 
as against the “reproduction new” calculation of the 
railroad company. 

This difference of more than a quarter of a billion 
dollars emphasizes the necessity of legally determin- 
ing the plan of valuation which is to prevail. It is 
imperative that our railroads prosper. Neither 
commission nor court should lay down a rule which 
is tantamount to confiscation; neither should they 
permit the railroads or any other public utility to 
charge rates and earn profits on hypothetical invest- 
ment and mythical values. Such special privilege 
would enable the railroads to confiscate the people's 
money by excessive rates. Confiscating the people’s 
money is quite as intolerable as confiscating the rail- 
roads would be.

THE PRESUMPTION OF GUTILT. 
From the Baltimore Evening Sun. 
O NE of the fundamental conceptions of 


American law—and of the English com- 
mon law from which our practices derive— 
is that a man accused of crime shall be 
deemed innocent until he shall have been 
proved guilty. Tais means that it is up to 
the State, having made its accusation, to 
prove its case. Unless the offense is defi- 
nitely proved, the accused man must be set 
free. 

This ig the law. But the practice is 
different. By a series of invasions, each 
more flagrant than the other, the politicians 
and bureaucrats have whittled away at this 
conception until it has nothing Iike the 
significance it had at one time. The man 
who possesses alcohol, for instance, is 
deemed guilty of'a crime. The mere pos- 
session is a crime. He must prove that it 
is legal possession or he goes to jail. The 
burden of proof is not on the State, put on 
him. He ts guilty before he starts. 


Indeed, in many matters tn which the : 


citizen comes fn contact with the Govern- 
ment which is supposed to protect him, he 
is regarded as a criminal. The most note- 
worthy instance in point comes in connec- 
tion with the individual as a taxpayer. Un- 
der regulations which have all the force 
of law, the taxpayer who is accused Of 
fraud by the Internal Revenue Department, 
must prove that he is an honest man. The 
law regards him as a crook. It is up te 
him to prove, if he can, that he isn't. 

Yesterday before ‘the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
appeared Hugh Satterlee, a New York law- 
yer. He spoke on behalf of the American 
Bar Association. He protested vehemently 
against this perversion of the fundamental 
right of the citizen. He asked that the 
law be changed so that fobholders would 
be restrained from regarding the citizen 
as a criminal. 

We hope that Mr. Satterlee’s request 
bears fruit. But we fear that the matter 
has gone too far. The Bar Association 
should have made its fight when the bu- 
reaucrats began their campaign agatast 
the citizen. Then the tendency might have 
been checked. But to ask them to change 
now is like expecting Mussolini to become 
a pacifist. 

In a few years probably the bureaucrats 
will regard all citizens as criminals and 
the law will support them in their belief. 
We shall keep out of jail om sufferance, not 
by right.

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10-TUBE TYRMAN RECEIVER 
PROVES QUALITY IN TESTS 


One of the new 10-tube Tyrman 
superheterodyne receivers, designed 
for home builders, has been under 
test in South St. Louis the past 
week, and has proved to be an ex- 
ceptional set. Its tone quality is 
wet fine, due largely to its final 
stage of push-pull anrplification. 
This tone quality is as warm and 
full on local as on distance recep- 
tion. 

It gave real coast-to-coast recep- 
tion every night it was operated, 
bringing’ in KFI clearly and strong- 
ly as soon as WRC and WOS were 
off the air. Wednesday night KFI 
and WRC appeared to be slightly 
off their joint wave length By 
detuning the Tyrman Slightly it was 
nossible to get either station plain- 
ly, though the other, of course, also 
could be heard. 

Each night the Tyrman was op- 
erated it was easily possible to get 
WMAK, Buffalo, N. Y., pgs > uses 
the sammie wave channel as KSD, as 
soon as KSD signed off. 

Separation of stations on adjoin- 
ing wave lengths was clean-cut and 
precise, the selectively being excep- 
tional. 

In the first four nights of the 
past week, stations were logged 
with the Tyrman on virtually every 
wave length, from 201 up to KSD’s 
545 meters. To do this in four 
nights is a feat not often accom- 
plished with any radio*receiver. 

The logging was not done only 
late at night, but throughout the 
evening, numerous distant stations 
being tuned in between 6 and 7 
‘o’clock. 

No weak spots developed during 
the tests, the Tyrman winning

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AUSTRALIAN PROGRAM 


Late Evening Music at Sydney, 
9970 Miles Distant, Heard 
at Breakfast in U. S. 


Internationa] rebroadcasting, 
heretofore a one-way service from 
the United States to other coun- 
tries, east, south and west, has 
been made a two-way service on 
two occasions. 

On successive mornings, Oct. 27 
and 28, WGY, the General Electric 
Co, station at Schenectady, N. Y.., 
picked up and rebroadcast pro- 
grams from Station 2FC of Sydney, 
Australia, 9970 miles distant. Mu- 
sic on the late evening program of 
the Australian station became 
breakfast hour music for WGY’s 
audience. WGY’s audience heard 


im rebroadcasting. Two years ago 
a program from a station of the 
British Broadcasting Co. was 
picked up in the United States and 
rebroadcast by WJZ and WGY, but 
this is as far as rebroadcasting of 
foreign stations has gone in this 
country. The signals of the Euro- 
pean and other foreign stations 
were not strong enough for fre- 
broadcasting purposes. Now, how- 
ever, there is a trend toward the 
short waves in other countries. 

Station PCCJJ, at Eindhoven. 
Holland, is usifig a short-wave 
transmitter that has reached out 
well and AGA, a German station 
working on 14 meters, has been 
heard occasionally in the United 
States. 

WGY is known throughout the 
world as a result of rebroadcasts 
of its short-wave stations.

The earth detour on S‘ate High- 
way No. 47, between Gray Sumniit 
and Washington, in Franklin Coun- 
ty, has been changed and the old 
Labaddie detour, an _ all-weather 
road, ts again in use, the highway 
office at Webster Groves reports. 

New concrete on No. 47 is being 
used for five miles south of Wash- 
ington. 


B. H. Jacob, president of the 
firm, states that the new plate, 
known as the “Dehydro"’ plate, is 
baked by super-heated steam at a 
temperature of 450 degrees Fatren.- 
heit with 125 pounds presspre. The 
result is a plate of extreme porosity, 
meaning extra capacity and longer 
life. , 

“This new process,” says Jacob, 
“consists of removing all moisture 


and residue sulphuric acid from 
the plates, before and after forma- 


tion, by dehydration, hence their 
“sme “Der-cro” plates. 


“Tests have shown that after nine 
months of the most severe use, the 
plates wer as good as new, this 
apparently because of the fact that 
gassing, due to the higher charg. 
ing rate, takes place freely through 
the uniform pores.in the extreme 
ly porous plate. Thus this new 
process employed in t’:e construc 
tion of Dehydro pldtes results in a 
much longer life than has ever be 
fore been expected of plates.”

Laws of these 
states now include the registration 
of motor vehicles act, the anti- 
theft law, and the act governing 
operation of vehicles on highways. 

This last-mentioned act is con- 
sidered the most important by the 
average motorist. With this act 
universally in force, the ear owner 
from one state will be able to ven- 
ture without the least uneasiness 
into another state and, if he knows 
the law of his home State, he will 
not unknowingly violate the law 
of the state through which he is 
traveling. 

New Hampshire and a number 
of other states have passed sup- 
plementary legislation l line with 
the uniform code, and while in 
most of these states the advance 
has not been as significant as in 
others, yet the new legislation 
shows that uniformity not only is 
desirable, but is steadily approach- 
ing nearer. 

It is obvious that such a gi- 
gantic step cannot be achieved 
overnight. Few states want to tear

INCE “The Man From Home” 

days, I have written and starred 

in “The Road to Happiness,” 
“Fixing Sister,” “A Cure for Cur- 
ables,” “The Guest Qf Honor,” 
“Beware of Dogs,” “For All of 
Us,” “The Judge’s Husband” and 
now “Straight Thru the Door.” 
How I happened to go in for play 
writing began when I was playing 
at the old Park Theater in Boston 
The play was “Sag Harbor,” and I 
was playing opposite James A, 
Herne. Now Herne had al! sorts 
of peculiarities. We used to call 
him “the icy-eyed bumorist.” He 
said the most awful things to you 
with a face like a block of wood. 

Well, Herne was the only man 
who ever made me laugh on the 
stage. He was always “adlibbing” 
—that is, putting in stuff that 
wasn’t in the play—and it was so 
funny and so unexpected that I’d 
break out laughing. One day he 
called me after the show and lec- 
tured me for laughing. I told him 
I'd not do it again because I'd 
know what he was going to say, 
but when the next night came he 
pulled something entirely different 
and I laughed. So I got another 
call down. 

That kept up for a number of 
nights until I finally got real mad 
The next time he “adlibbed” I came 
right back at him with some of my 
own. He came back again and 2? 
answered him. We had it back 
and forth there on the stage and 
neither of us realized how long we 
took, 


ELL, that lasted a long time 
Every night Herne’ would 
spring some new ones and I'd 
come back with some of my own 
He never said a word about the 
thing off stage until one night he 
stopped me and said: 

“Freeman"’—that was my name 
in the play—“why don’t you write 
a play?” 

“TI wish I could,” Y said. “You 
can,”* sald Herne. “I’ve been try- 
ing you out. Now you try it.” 

So I did—first a story and then 
plays. 

I had gained my first opportu- 


nity to learn the actor’s art and 
enjoy a dramatic career by begin- 
ning behind the scenes as a prop- 
erty boy. And this was with a 
small repertory company wander- 
ing among small towns of Penn- 
sylvania. Then I was given minor 
parts to play. 

I “trouped” for several seasons 
in Pennsylvania and my native 
state of New York, playing every 
kind of part known in the cata- 
logues of these repertory organiza- 
tions, a hero one night and a vil- 
lain the next. In this all around 
capacity I even developed a talent 
for stage dancing and acquired a 
reputation as a_i waltz-clogger 
when it was all the rage. This was 
many years ago—at least the

of.

sistent on having me perform 
my dance that I had to go on be- 
twe2n the acts of ‘East Lynn” 
and do the clog in spite of the 
fact that I was playing the part 
of the rascally Sir Harry Levison, 
and was in a make-up that sug- 
gested all the villains of the part.

trolled all its variegated destinies. 

I have forgotten even the names 
of most of the dramas I wFfote in 
those days. What I most remember 
about that early period of my ca- 
reer is that I developed all by my- 
self,gand unconsciously in a way, 
a natural method of acting. Per- 
haps I should not call it method, 
for it was simply my own feelings 
carried out in my playing. 

“My brother used to come to me 
and remonstrate with me for not 
being more theatrical. ‘Why,’ he 
would say, ‘you are just the same 
on the stage as off. That's not 
acting.’ This always remained a 
mooted question between us and I 
really suspect that my brother in 
those ‘days*looked upon me as a 
misguided and stubborn young 
chap who would never see the foot- 
lights of Broadway. As I look back 
now, I often wonder how I did 
manage to resist the false influ- 
ences about me, and in my un- 
sophisticated youth remain true to 
my innate notion of an art in 
which I was really immature and 
untaught. 


NLY once was I really strand- 
0 ed, and that was in a little New 

York State town quite a num- 
ber of years ago. The stage had 
refused to be elevated, and I and 
kindred bold spirits had taken a 
sporting chance and hired the town 
hall for $20 for a performance of 
“East Lynne.” We didn’t come 
up to our guarantee, for there was 
exactly $19.60 In the house when 
all had been counted. 

We were feeling pretty blue, I 
can tell you, and when the kindly- 
faced old gentieman who was either 
the manager of the house, the jan- 
itor or sexton, approached, we de- 
cided to ask him to help us with 
money enough to get to the next 
town. We had gotten as far as to 
tell him that we were without 
funds when he stopped us and left 
abruptly, saying that he would see 
what could be done. He was gone 
three-quarters of an hour. Then 
he returned and said: 

“Boys, it’s all right. I couldn't 
settie this thing myself. because I 
ain't got all the say. But the trus-

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Gone Are the Days 
Why the Movies Cost More Than a Nickel. 
Betty Compson—Do You Remember Her 
* When? Mitchell Lewis Coming Back.

HE good old days when a movie theater was a theater in which 

T movies were shown seems to have become one of those dim, 
* sweet memories, like the nickel steins of beer, 

In the gilded palaces of cinemas, they seem to be going in 
for everything but the pictures. Loew's State announces John 
Philip Sousa, plus a 65-piece band, as its principal attraction for 
the week of Nov. 19. 

Sousa and his band form no cheap attraction. When Loew's 

State finishes paying the March King $9500 and transportation for 
65 persons, 
‘s only the start of the pleasant business of paying and paying and 
paying. For when the cost of the films—for they are still show- 
ing films in the movie houses—are added with the theater's over- 
head and the current bills and advertising appropriation are tacked 
ento the Sousa cost, it becomes evident that Loew’s wifl have to 
play to SOME business to come out in the blue-ink side of the 
ledger. 

ACK in dear, dim, distant 1918, when America had just 
B finished the job of winning the war, local wise-crackers were 

wont to observe Louis K, Sidney. Louis K., then the impresario 
of the Fox-Liberty Theater (now the Liberty), was almost certain 
to be observed. Louis K. stood 6 feet four and: one-half inches in 
his woolen socks; and, weighed about 243 pounds—to quote one 
of the local witticisms of the time, “About two pounds less than a 
inule.” : 

That was considered funny. But the prize bon mot among 
the somewhat envious learned gents in theatrical circles of that 
time, upon observing the Sidney dimensions looming up Film Row, 
was the sage observation: “Here comessLoule Sidney. Well, some 
day that guy’s going to be,a BIG MAN.” 

Today, at the fairly youngish age of 34. Louis K. Sidney has 
made prophets of the kidders of nine years ago. Today, Louis K. 


Sidney, the former St. Louis showman, is not only A Big Man—- 


he’s one of the biggest in the amusement business. But he bulke 
big in more than mere physical bulk. 

For this former St. Louis showman has turned theatrical busi- 
ness upside down and inside out in the showshops of wise Gothman, 
Sidney and his associates—the :fair-haired boys of Yap Center, as 
far as blase Broadway had been concerned—carried the Capitol 
Theater in New York from the box-office depths to the box-office 
heights. ; } 


NE echo of St. Louis of last season is the Sunday Concerts, which 
(sire introduced in New York, just as he was its sponsor here, 
when Don Albert conducted a 22-weeks’ series of concerts, . In 
New York, as Sunday concert soloists, Sidney has had such leading 


luminaries of the world of music as Anna Case of the Metropolitan 


Opera Co.; Albert Spalding, violinist; and John Charles Thomas, 


baritone. 
Sidney had the flair for large orchestras even in the old days 


in St. Louis. He introduced the large orchestra here 10 years” 


ago, when Fred Gecks conducted 25 musicians in classical works 
at the Fox-Liberty; and a young man, later to win fame as Gene 
Rodemich, handled the jazz orchestra from his piano-bench. 

Sidney was the first to introduce atmospheric stage stuff to 
this town. As the war endéd, he “wowed ‘em” at the Fox-Liberty by 
offering a male quartet, in the uniform of various service branches, 
singing the songs popular in the ‘17-18 era, while miniature battle 
ships of canvas sailed the ocean’s waves, projected via film, on the 


Fox-Liberty stage. 

Sidney left the Fox-Liberty to become general manager for the 
theater-chain owned by Harry Koplar, embracing the Kings, the 
Pershing, the Shenandoah, the Juniata (now the Ritz) and others. 
With him, as manager of the Pershing, he took his Fox-Liberty 
assistant, a young Hawaiian named Harry Greenman—now manager 
of Loew's State, one of the theaters under Sidney's general super- 


vision.

The “Beggar’s Opera” has been 
kept to the fore through two cen- 
turies, the musical values, the story, 
the highly entertaining characters 
drawn from the lower strata of so- 
ciety furnishing endless interest 
and amusement. The London com- 
pany will be*heard here and the 
present American tour embraces 
some 100 cities who for the first 
time will see one of the most suc- 
cessful pieces ever produced on the 
English stage. The production en- 
joyed a run of 63 nights in 1728 in 
London. an unpredecented run at 
that time and it was said made 
“Gay rich” and “Rich gay” for 
John Gay is the author and John 
Rich the original producer. 

The “Beggar’s Opera” brought 
fame overnight to Lavinia Fenton 
until then an unknown actress, who 
played the role of “Polly Peachum” 
and later caught the eye of a scion 
of nobility and became the Duchess 
of Bolton. At the first perform- 
ance the fate of the piece trem- 
bled in the balance for a moment. 
but its story and its songs proved 
irresistible and the town went wild 
over it. It haa one great point 
in its favor. The London stage was 
surfeited with Italian opera which 
Was neither understood or popular 
with the average theatergoer so 
the “Beggar’s Opera” was immedi- 
ately hailed with its catchy and 
simple songs which are nothing 
more or less than old Irish, Scotch 
and English ballads that ha-e been 
whistled and sung on the streets 
and tn the fields for centuries. 

A famous character in the opera 
is Peachum and another his wife. 
who were “informers” and plied a 
profitabie trade. Macheath stands 
out prominently as the highway- 
man hero, a fairly common type of 
the period. as many gentiemen tn 
the service of His Majesty had to 
relinquish their commiasions owing 
to gambling. dicing and high play 
generally.

QCTOBER BUILDING 
TO NEW HGH MARK 


New construction started in the 
37 Eastern states (about 91 per 
cent of the total in the United 
States) in October reached a total 
of $562,815,800, according to the 
IF’. W. Dodge Corporation. It was 
the highest October contract total 
on record and was the fourth 


largest monthly total on record 
for this year. It was 8 per cent 
ahead of the September (1927) 
figure, and 9 per cent over the 
total for October of last year. 

October contracts let on new 
construction work in the Central 
West (Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Nebraska) 
amounted to $194,278,100. The 
highest October contract total yet 
recorded for this district, and was 
also the second largest monthty 
total ever recorded in the Central 
West. Large contracts in the com- 
mercial and industrial classes 
helped to swell the month’s reo- 
ord. : 

Included in the October build- 
ing record were: $79,303,000, or

$27,572,700, or 14 per cent, for 
public works and utilities. 

The total volume of construction 
started in the Central West in the 
last 10 months amounted to $2,- 
526,637,300, a gain of 10 per cent 
over the corresponding 10 months 
of last year.

HEN Durand had heard this 
WV story it was frankly stumped. 
Never before had the Methodist 
Church had such a situation to deal 
with. Members and church officials 
debated heatedly about what should be 
done, but several weeks passed before 
anything definite was done. In the 
meantime church and Sunday school 
attendance fell off until it was hardly 
worth while to keep the church open. 
The Methodist congregation found in 
this circumstance a bitter pill of irony. 
Here they had just spent $80,000 to 
build one of the _ finest small-town 
churches in Northern Illinois, and then 
within six months after its dedication 
were ashamed to be seen in it because 
of the conduct of their pastor. Mrs. 
Sylvia Sodamon flatty Refused to con- 
tinue teaching her Sunday school class 
and several other teachers followed 
her example. 

Mrs. Warren, who at first was re- 
ported to be planning a divorce action, 
came to the pastor’s support and did 
her best to save the situation by visiting 
the members, and Pastor Warren be- 
came unusually cordial with everybody, 
but still the scandal could not be talked 
down. Finally, the district superin- 

. the Rev. C. E. Carpenter of 
Baileyville, came to 
town and the church 
board laid the mat- 
ter before him. They 
urged the superin- 
tendent to remove 
Warren at once, and 
Hazel Lamb's father 
formally entered 
charges against the 
minister. 

The Rev. Mr. Car- 
penter told them the 
case was entirely 
too @erious to per- 
mit “any summary 
action on his part and that he would 
have to see the Bishop. A few days 
later he did confer with Bishop Edwin 
Holt Hughes, and it was decided to call 
on the Rev. Mr. Warren for an explana- 
tion. Warren was then apprised of the 
charges and asked what he was going 
tu do about them. He said he was going 
to do plenty. It was all a frame-up on 
the part of political enemies who had 
opposed his candidacy for Congress in 
the last campaign, he declared, and 
he was going to hire a lawyer to go to 
the bottom of these charges and un- 
cover whatever lay beneath them. 


CCORDINGLY, he engaged a Rock- 
Aeon attorney and filed suits for 
slander against six members of his 
congregation. Named as defendants were 
Mrs. Sylvia Sodaman, Wallace Best, 
Edgar Best, A. E. Swinson, Jud Van 
Sickle and Albert Fritz, the Postmas- 
ter. He asked for $50,000 from each 
for malicious defamation of character. 
The sults were regarded locally as 
mere gestures to check town g&08- 
sip, although nobody could figure out 
why he picked on those six people in 
particular. 

On the night of May 30 Warren was 
given opportunity to acquaint a church 
jury with what he had found as to the 
alleged frame-up. That night will be 
long remembered in Durand as a 
mighty occasion. Before a board of 
ministers and church officials a secret 
hearing was held while an excited 
crowd filled the streets outside and 
tried to keep up with proceedings by 
peeking now and then through = an 
opening door or under the stained glass 
windows. Warren told his story and 
Hazel Lamb told hers Numerous 
witnesses, comprising neighbors and 
townspeople, also told what they knew 


of the case, and upon 
passing outside were 
immediately pounced 
upon by the crowd, 
eager for informa- 
tion. 
The hearing lasted 
until past midnight, 
und when it ended, announcement was 
made that Warren would depart on 
leave of absence but would continue to 
hold his standing as a minister until 
the charges could be passed upon by 
the Rock River conference at its Octo- 
ber meeting. The Durand pulpit, mean- 
while, would be filled by the Rev. 
Frank Sheets of the neighboring town 
of Oregon who had conducted War- 
ren’s prosecution. 


HE case came up on October 6 
at the conference meeting in the 
Euclid Avenue Methodist Church 
at Oak Park. Fifteen brother Metho- 
dist ministers constituted the trial 
board with the Rev. Louis F. W. Lese- 
mann of Chicago acting as judge. The 
Rev. Frank D. Sheets again conducted 
the prosecution, assisted by the Rev. 
Fred D. Stone, of Irving Park Church, 
Chicago, and Warren was defended by 
the Rev. John Thompson, of the First 
Methodist Church, Chicago, and the 
Rev. W. S. Fleming of Chicago. 

The trial was conducted behind 
closed doors and continued for more 
than two days. Warren's defenders 
tried to combat Hazel Lamb’s story 


_with contentions that she had _ been 


hired to tell it by Warren’s political 
enemies and some declared the charges 
against the minister were trumped up 
by a jealous faction in the church. Mrs. 
Lilly Young, wife of a Durand dentist, 
was one of these. She testified the 
whole thing was the result of a 
quarre] between Warren and Axel 
Erickson, a Durand clothier, over a 
tableau staged by the church. 

“Mr. Erickson was instructing the 
girls how to wear their costumes,’’ she 
gaid, ‘when the Rev. Warren came in. 
Some of the girls were so scantily clad 
that Mr. Warren ordered Mr. Erick- 
son out and told the girls to put on 
more clothes. That was the start of 
the whole thing.”” Others gave simi. 
lar testimony. 

But Hazel Lamb's story set forth 
clearly that the start of the whole 
thing had taken place sometime be- 
fore the tableau argument. She told 
it on the stand and although War- 
ren was hopeful to the last, his case, 
according to the prosecutors, was 
doomed from the time she left the 
chair. Anyway, when the sealed ver- 
dict was delivered, it was found that 
12 of the 165 ministers had voted 
‘“‘guilty.’’ One was for. acqhtittal and 
two had failed to vote. Only a ma- 
jority vote was required and convic- 
tion automatically carried the penalty 
of dismissal from the ministry and the 
church, 


HE girl's testimony at the hear- 

ing followed closely the account 

she had given in a sworn state- 

ment previously placed in the hands of 

the conference authorities, and set forth 

the fact that Pastor Warren began his 

wooing the day before the new Durand 
church was dedicated. 

“It was on Saturday evening, Sep- 
tember 13," she related, ‘that I was 
asked by Mrs. Warren to work at the 
parsonage on Monday. I accepted the 
offer and helped her most of that 
week. One evening just before the

church dedication Mr. Warren drove 
me home from the parsonage. He put 
his arm across the back of the seat 
and then around my shoulders, He 
had been working very hard that day 
and seemed unusually tired. I sympa- 
thized with him as I would with & 
brother. Several days passed and I 
helped Mrs. Warren when she asked 
me, One day while I was helping Mr. 
Warren look for a bogk in his study 
he made advances and I was angry, 
but when he seemed sorry I forgave 
him. 

“A few days later I was in the 
house alone with him. Mrs. Warren 
had gone downtown to settle for an 
overcoat, I was getting suppef and 
Mr. Warren was in the dining room. 
He called to me. I started in but 
the light was off and I hesitated. He 
was near the door and forced me into 
the room. I was afraid to scream and 
was so frightened I could only moan. 
The next few minutes are not very 
clear. I remember asking him if he 
had no more mercy than a beast and 
after awhile I struggled away. iI 
thought then that I hated him, but his 
eyes fascinated me. I would turn my 
head and close my eyes but he always 
made mz look back into his eyes. It 
gave me the chills. 

“This kept on until I came to be- 
lieve I was in love with him. He said 
he loved me and was going to take ine 
to Washington with him when he was 
elected to Congress. 1 had no desire 
to break up his home and fought 
against meeting him but I was power- 
less to do anything he didn't want me 
to. One Friday evening when Mrs. 
Warren was away he came home ana 
asked me to meet him again that 
night at. the parsonage. I refused at 
first and then finally consented. Then 
again one night in October I went to 
his darkened home. He carried ime 
upstairs. After that it didn’t seem to 
inake any difference and I quit trying 
to break off. 

“On the morning Mrs. Warren saw 
us I had gone down early and was 
taking some clothes -from the rack 
when he came up from the basement 
and put his arms around me and told 
me how much he loved me. ‘then Mrs, 
Warren came in. She grabbed the 
stove shaker and hit him on the head. 
Then she tried to choke me and beat 
me with her fists. She had an awful 
spell. She would scream, call on the 
telephone and run from. one end of the 
house to the other. When she asked 
me for an explanation I tried to deny 
it but couldn't lie very long. Then I 
told her everything.’ 


LTHOUGH ousted from the pul- 
Ap and with prospects for a 
‘“‘come-back" very slender, War- 
ren is still fighting for his job, 
which, he points out, is the only 
job he knows. He has appealed 
from the verdict of the Rock River 
trial board and the case will be 
reviewed by the General Methodist 
Conference at Kansas City next spring. 
When I saw him at his home it 
Rockford recently, he reiterated his 
declaration that Hazel Lamb's story 
was a clumsy frame-up and that if 
time he would prove, it. It is clear, 
he pointed out, that she didn't think 
of it herself but was telling merely 
what she was told to tell. Disappointed 
in his effort to shake the girl's version 
in two church trials, he now is gather 
ing further evidence for use in the civil 
hearing where, instead of ministers, 
lawyers skilled in cross examination 
will ask the questions. The odds 
against him seem pretty heavy with 
his former congregation 90 per ¢ent 
against him but it can't be said that 
John A. Logan Warren ian't dying 
hard.

HAT master detec- 
tive, Sherlock 
Holmes, was once 
confronted with a 
case that nearly 
baffled him, that 
led him at first to 
a mistaken conclu- 
sion. It was the 
mysterious disap- 
pearance of Neville St. Clair, prosper. 
ous business man, as told by Holmes’ 
creator, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, in 
the story, ‘‘The Man With the Twisted 
Lip.’ 

A case in actual life that has re- 
markable parallels to ‘‘The Man 
With the Twisted Lip’’ has just been 
disclosed here. Frances Johnson was 
confronted with a mystery somewhat 
similar to that which for a time all 
but thwarted the great Holmes.

Instantly his head had 
been withdrawn, as if in terror, and 
frantically she had tried to make her 
way to him but had been stopped by 
the villainous-looking owner of the 
house. 


The police, who forced their way in, 
arrested a man found on the third 
floor, a professional beggar whose 
face was distorted by a hideous scar 
that twisted up the corner of his 
mouth. There were blood stains and 
some traces of St. Clair’s presence and 
the beggar was arrested and charged 
with murder. It was a splendid mys- 
tery and it took all Holmes’ ingenuity 
to solve it. It was quite by accident 
that Frances Johnson stumbled upon 
the same solution that Holmes reached 
in “The Man With the Twisted Lip.”
